WHY 
PERIODICALS?

Last year roughly £10,000 was spent on periodicals by the Cape 
Provincial Library Service - about 5% of the total expenditure on all 
library materials. This is a substantial amount. How necessary are 
periodicals to modern library service, and how can they be selected 
to be of greatest value to the individual library? 

Today periodical publications play a most important part in many 
subject fields. To take one example, the Harvard Law Library recent- 
ly spent three times more on serials than on books in one year. In 
the worlds of both techniques and aesthetics it is impossible for 
bookstock to keep up with the latest developments and world reaction 
to them. It is the function of the periodical publication to bring 
the most up-to-date and useful information to the public with the 
minimum delay: it is an essential feature of our modern system of 
speedy communications. At the same time most periodicals offer to 
every interested person the opportunity to publish ideas in his par- 
ticular field. They aim to draw the subject specialist into a conm- 
munity of fellow-specialists, and emphasise that physical distance 
need not mean isolation. 

Clearly, then, the reading room of the public library should not 
have the air of a railway bookstall offering light reading to pass 
idle time. It has far more serious functions to perform. It should 
try to contain information and stimulation for every member of the 
library just as the bookstock does, with the emphasis on current de- 
velopments. Just as the newspapers provide up-to-date information on 
the political, economic and social life of the world, other periodi- 
cals should keep the community in touch with the special worlds of 





the theatre, music, painting and literature, of technical and scien- 
tific progress, and of particular interests like gardening, photo- 
graphy, radio, or philately. 

Equally, periodicals should not be chosen for the library on the 
Simple basis that what most people read is most necessary and import- 
ant. Few people realise the wealth of periodicals available and the 
variety of subjects they cover. It is the library’s function to in- 
troduce its members to a wider selection of periodicals relevant to 
their interests rather than to try to reflect current uninformed 
taste. It has been argued that periodicals "are the reading-matter 
to which the average reader is most accustomed. They might be the 
most effective means to employ to lead readers to books of a more 
serious nature." (H. Holdsworth in Aspects of library work in South 
Africa, 1948). The same report suggests that this applies particu- 
larly to magazines supplied for children’s rooms. Children are par- 
ticularly open to the attractions of well-produced periodicals, and 
if they are of good quality will find in them stimulation for further 
reading. 

In a couhtry like South Africa serial publications are especially 
important. Information on local conditions and national developments 
is hard to find in book form. For instance, the articles which 
appear in a journal like The Farmers’ Weekly contain practical infor- 
mation unobtainable elsewhere. In another field, a literary magazine 
like the new bilingual Contrast publishes stories, poetry and ar- 
ticles by South African writers which could otherwise seldom reach 
the public, and encourages new writers to submit contributions. 
South Africa is rich in literary potential, in people able and 
anxious to write, and subject matter waiting for understanding and ex- 
pression. yet our total of mature writers is small. Perhaps this is 
largely due to this same sense of isolation, of being cut off from a 
sympathetic audience or from any means of "getting into print." Ac- 
quaintance with periodicals of this kind could do much towards 
healthy growth. 

Most communities have a particular flavour, a special characteris- 
tic of outlook or activity. Here the serial has a role to play. 
Take a community based on the useful citrus industry, where there are 
many farmers, many subsidiary businesses, e.g. in insecticides and 
machinery, maybe a canning factory as well, and a general awareness 
of the importance of the industry in the Life of the community. In 
such a field bookstock cannot but be static, perhaps of high referen- 
ce quality, but certainly not copious or truly up-to-date. Research 
is proceeding all the time, and it is very often many years before it 
can be incorporated in book form. One or two periodicals on the sub- 
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ject could be an invaluable asset in library service. If the library 
serves a population of 8,000 or more, the periodical may be bound and 
kept on the shelves for constant use as a reference tool. 

Similarly, the librarian who serves a large Afrikaans speaking 
group knows how soon voracious readers consume all available Afri- 
kaans stock. A subscription to a good magazine like Standpunte or 
the Tydskrif vir Letterkunde could ease the pressure. These periodi- 
cals contain articles, stories and poetry to satisfy many tastes. It 
is hoped to supply all libraries subscribing to Standpunte with as 
complete a set as possible of back numbers. Standpunte is bound for 
all subscribing libraries and is a most useful addition to the col- 
lection of Afrikaans literature. 

Or take a community in which a group of individuals or a society 
is interested in a particular hobby, say amateur flying, photography, 
sports car racing, or stereophonic sound reproduction. The book- 
stock cannot hope to keep up with the demand for information on new 
techniques, new ideas, new apparatus available. A good standard 
serial keeps the enthusiast in touch with his hobby, and saves the 
librarian many of the headaches, plaintive, constantly repeated re- 
quests for ‘something new’ can cause. 

Only the librarian and library committee can really know what their 
library needs. The select list of periodicals drawn up by the Li- 
brary Service is intended only as a guide to subjects and titles. It 
has been suggested that to assist selection each library committee 
ask every member of the library to check through this list, or per- 
haps a general list of subject fields, and indicate on which subjects 
he would like to find periodicals in the library. Here is a real 
opportunity for the committee to exercise initiative, and in consul- 
tation with the Regional Librarian to assess the needs of the coa- 
munity and choose what will be of most interest and value to it. 








WIE IS DIE LESERS

Dit het my altyd geiInteresseer om te weet wie nou die eintlike 
lesers is in n openbare biblioteek. Daarom het ek die moeite gedoen 
om n toevallige monster te trek uit die aansoekkaarte van volwasse 
lede van Mosselbaai se openbare biblioteek. Die gegewens het ek op n 
eenvoudige statistiese manier ontleed en die inligting daaruit ver- 
kry, was soos volg: 

Van die dorp se volwasse lesers is 53% Afrikaans-, 44% Engels- 
sprekend en 3% reken hulle is tweetalig. Vroulike lesers is in die 
meerderheid met 54% en mans, met miskien minder vrye tyd, vorm 46% 
van die lesers. 

Of huwelikstatus baie met die drang na leesstof te doen het, is te 
betwyfel uit die inligting verkry uit hierdie monster. Getroudes is 
wel 59% en ongetroudes 37% (geskeides 1% en 3% weduwees), maar as dit 
in ag geneem word dat 37% van die lesers tussen 15 en 25 jaar oud is, 
dan lyk dit asof dit ouderdom is wat meer te doen het met die begeer- 
te om te lees dan huwelikstatus. Weinig persone van jonger as 27 is 
reeds getroud. 

Die akkumalatiewe frekwensiekurwe hierbo werp n bietjie lig op die 
rol van ouderdom by die leesgewoonte. Deur die lyne van elke ouder- 
dom (aangegee op die horisontale-as) te volg tot waar dit die kurwe 
raak, kan die persentasie lede wat onder daardie ouderdom val, d.w. 8. 
jonger is, afgelees word op die vertikale as. So kan byvoorbeeld ge- 
sien word dat 81% van die lede in die volwasse-afdeling van hierdie 
biblioteek waarskynlik tussen 15 en 55 jaar oud is. 

As die ouderdomme opgedeel word in groepe van 10 jaar, dan is die 
persentasie lede wat in die verskillende groepe val, soos volg: 

13 - 25 jaar : 34% 
25 - 35 jaar : 19% 
35 - 45 jaar : 17% 
45 - 55 jaar : 11% 
55 - 65 jaar > 8% 
65 - 75 jaar : 8.5% 
75 jaar en ouer: 2.5% 

Daar is dus slegs n klein persentasie "bejaarde" lesers. so sien 
ons ook dat 504 van die lesers tussen 15 en 34 jaar oud is en 75% 
jJonger as 47 jaar is.

APARTHEID TO BE ENFORCED 
IN CITY LIBRARIES 
FROM JUNE, 1962 


Ample time for change, 
says Administrator 





Apartheid in libraries would be strictly enforced from June next 
year, the Administrator (Mr. J.N. Malan) said in an interview in Cape 
Town to-day. The Library Ordinance of 1955 clearly stated that li- 
braries had to provide separate services; it was only in Cape Town 
that this did not yet apply. 

In June, 1959, the Cape Executive Committee had given the Cape Tow 
City Council three years in which to bring about this change. 

“And when one takes into account the fact that Ordinance came out 
in 1955, then it shows that Cape Town has, in fact, been given ample 
time for the change", said Mr. Malan. 

In Cape Town, Europeans, Coloured people and other non-White groups 
were still making use of the same libraries. This was mainly because 
of tradition and lack of proper separate facilities, said Mr. Malan. 

The Bantu were allowed to use the libraries simply because of a 
concession that was being made to them; they were really the respon- 
sibility of the Native Affairs Department. 


PAID £73,000: 


The Provincial Administration paid half of Cape Town’s library ex- 
penses each year. In 1960 the Administration paid the city £73,000 
(R146,000). This year Cape Town had asked for £84,000 (R168, 000). 
He was unable to say whether the extra money asked for was to be used 
to help the city towards the provision of separate libraries. 

There were 34 branches of the library service in the Cape Town

municipal area. In June, 1959, the City Council had completed a 
survey of the multi-racial use of its libraries. This survey had 
shown that in 25 of the branches the use made of the libraries by a 
minority group was less than 1 per cent, while in six others it was 
between 1 and 12 per cent. 

This meant that in an area like Sea Point, non-White users of the 
library would be less than 0.5 per cent of the total number of White 
subscribers, while in the majority of the Coloured areas the Whites 
would be less than 1 per cent of the Coloured users. 


MOBILE SERVICE: 


Because of their small numbers it would be easy to comply with the 
law regarding separate libraries because the minority group could 
adequately be served by a mobile library service, said Mr. Malan. This 
was, in fact, suggested by the municipality of Cape Tow. 

The big problem was in the remaining three areas. At the central 
library (Gardens) the number of White subscribers was 75 per cent and 
the Coloured 25 per cent; in Wynberg the numbers were 22 per cent 
Coloured and 78 per cent White; in Woodstock there was an equal 
number of Coloured and White subscribers. 

The Administration did not want anybody to suffer and would do its 
part to assist the Cape Town municipality to put up new libraries be- 
fore the change was to take place. 

Actually, there were only three areas where new libraries would 
have to be built and these would not necessarily have to be next to 
the existing ones. 

"Libraries should be where people work and shop and, if possible, 
in their residential areas", Mr. Malan said. 


OTHER AREAS: 


The Parow Municipality had already erected a new library which had 
cost £4,000 (R8,000). The one in Stellenbosch, erected by the Stel- 
lenbosch Municipality, had cost the same amount. Plans had also been 
approved by the Library Service Department for a £10,000 (R20, 000) 
library for Coloured people in Goodwood; and Somerset West had recent 
ly votes £6,000 (R12,000) for a library. 

An area had to have more than 25,000 White people living in it be- 
fore it could be declared an urban library area, said Mr. Malan, and 
there were only three such areas in the province - Cape Town, Port 
Elizabeth and East London. 

Port Elizabeth did not have any library services for its Coloured 
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people because it had not yet joined the provincial library services. 
Port Elizabeth was not compelled to join, though it had been urged 
to do so. The onus of joining rested entirely on their own city 
council. 


P.E. SURVEY: 


The Port Elizabeth City Council had asked for a survey to be made 
qf its library needs and this survey had been made together with the 
offer that the Provincial Administration would pay half of their ex- 
penses. 

For library purposes the rest of the province is regarded as rural, 
where 160 libraries for Coloured people are in existence. These 
libraries are staffed by Coloured people exclusively. 

The great need was for properly qualified Coloured librarians. At 
present there was only one such person and she was in America on a 
scholarship. 


BURSARI ES: 


The Administration had now embarked on a "positive programme" to 
meet this need. Bursaries had been offered to eight students a year. 
The bursaries were worth £90 plus a £90 loan, free of interest, 
making a total of £180 a year. 

Formerly, the bursars had studied at Cape Town University for one 
year after matriculation. Now they attended the University College 
at Bellville, where they did a two-year post-matriculation course in 
librarianship. 

Because the Administration had not been satisfied with "hal f- 
qualified" librarians, it had asked the college at Bellville to start 
a four-year post-matriculation course in librarianship. 

This year the Administration was prepared to send 12 students to 
Bellville for 4 years each, but so far the response to the appeal for 
suitable applicants had been most disappointing; Mr. Malan said that 
he knew of only 11 inquiries which had been made. 


RACIAL HARMONY: 


"In my opinion libraries can do as much for the building up of 
racial harmony as schools and churches. FPifty per cent of our 
membership consists of children". 

The Administrator also spoke of the good work of the Cape Library 
Association, whose work was purely voluntary, although it did receive 
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an annual grant of £250 towards expenses. Most of the members were 
Coloured teachers and they advised the Administration on the library 
needs of the Coloured people. 

The Administration had 500,000 books available for the Coloured 
library service. New travelling libraries were on order to serve 
the Coloured people exclusively. The library service was busy plan- 
ning 18 regional library headquarters at a cost of £30,000 each. The 
head office building alone was going to cost £850,000. And in all 
these buildings ample facilities would be provided for Coloured li- 
brary services, said Mr. Malan. 


NO CENSORSHIP: 


Mr. Malan said that separate libraries for Coloured people did not 
mean inferior libraries. No form of book censorship was being ap- 
plied and Coloured libraries would have the same number of books and 
the same type of books as White libraries. 

"Tl can confidently say that the response to the Coloured library 
service is gratifying. We expect a great deal from this new venture 
in our educational programme".

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A NOVEL LIBRARY SERVICE: 


Thanks to the enterprise of the 
Provincial Library Service, the 
Grahamstown Public Library, in 
common with others linked with 
the Provincial system, is able to 
inaugurate at least on a trial 
basis a distinctly novel facili- 
ty, a circulating collection of 
prints of recognised works of art, 
by masters old and new. A stand- 
ard frame and system of mounting 
have been worked out and within 
the next day or two any register- 
ed member of the Library will be 
able to borrow and hang for a 
month the print of his choice, in 
the same way that he can take 
home for a fortnight any book on 
its shelves which interests him 
and of course we include her.

while. We have not yet learnt 
whether "renewals" are possible.

Each doll measures approximately 11" high, from shiny black base to 
ornate headdress, and each is caught in a moment of a particular tra- 
ditional folk dance. One, wearing a round red hat on her head carries 
many little round hats tied to her arms for a special hat- dance; 
another carries the traditional umbrella which she is using in her 
dance; while a third dances, jingling little bells tied to ribbons.

The dolls are meticulously dressed predominantly in red, with great 
attention paid to detail. Both adults and children should find them 
equally attractive.
